The Medicines given, after I was call'd in, were chiefly 
of the Vulnerary and Digeflive kinds : That which did her 
ffloft fervice, (bat it was after the Bladders vyere come off) 
was a Tincture of Myrrh and Gentian , in large and frequent 
Dofes; and with a proper Vehicle: Under the ufe of this 
flight, but advantageous Medicine, from a very weak 
•condition, fhe recover’d an Appetite, &c. and is now 
perfectly well,

IV. A Letter from Mr John Thorpe, M. A. of Uni- 
verficy College in Oxford, to Dr Hans Sloane, 
S. concerning Worms in the Heads of Sheep , 
See. 

W ith this you receive the delineation of a Worm, 
found in differing the Head of a Sheep, in the 
Cells form’d between the Lamina of the Os frontis: It is 
an Apode, and feems to be a fpecies of the EuU 5 tho 
much different from the common fort breeding in putrid 
Flefh. It is every where of a fair pale colour, excepting its 
Tail, which ends a little obliquely in a Plane 3 on which 
are imprefs’d two remarkable black fpots, ( as in Fig. 8. ) 
Befides two fmall white comical#, its Head is arm’d with 
a pair of black, fharp, and crooked forcipes , which, in 
contracting, and extending its Body, it draws in, and 
puts out at pleafure : With thefe it is, that in creeping it 
takes hold of the furface of the Body, on which it moves 3 
and draws it felf forward on pretty large, protuberant, 
and fbmewhat flattifh toruli, fewer in number than thole 
on its Back, ( vide Fig. 9. ) which alternately fwell’d and 
relax’d, feem inftrumental to its motion, and fupply the 
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place of Feet. It looks of a clear, Cryftalline fubftance, 
andalmoft tranfparent. 

The Membrane, that inverted the cavity of the Cells 
containing it, was very fat, and in moft places feparated 
from the Bone 5 the Blood-Veflels appear’d turgid, and 
inflam’d : Whereas the Membrane of the oppofife Cells, 
which have no Communication with thefe, was thin, pel¬ 
lucid, adherent, and no ways preternaturally afFe&ed. 

I have given the more particular defcription of this 
Worm, and the Cells, it was found in, it not being de- 
fcrib'd by any Author, I have yet confulted. Mr Boban 
informs me, “ That fome curious Gentlemen of the Uni- 
“ verfity, lately obferv’d three Worms lodg’d in the fame 
“ parts of the Head of a Sheep t but in two diftinct Cells? 
“ The largeft apart by its felt, the other two in the Cell 
adjoyning ; one of which v/as confiderably Id's than 
the other, agreeing in form with the forementioned, of 
4 ‘ a whitifh.colour in general, with the two notable fpots

Democrates not comprehending the hidden meaning of 
the Oracle, referr’d it to Thcogtwjies Democratic ; who re¬ 
collecting that the Head of a Goat near the Bap of the 
Brain is naturally impregnated with Worms, right fagely 
unfolded the Myftery; advjfing him in purfuance to 
directions to procure one or three of them (for, it feems, 
it muft be an odd number) by provoking the animal to 
fneeze ; and wear them about his Neck, in the Skin of a 
black Sheep, as an Amulet. 

’Tis not to be ijnagined, how Worms feated at. the Bap 
Of the Brain, where Trallian places them, fhould be ex¬ 
pelled bv fternutories. The words of the Oracle ['twin 
a*i admit of a more favourable conftruCtion, and 

diftindly exprefs the cavity over the Nofe : from whence 
by a paffage, that opens into the Palate and Nortriis, they 
may eafily bedifehargedby fneezing. By the fame paffage

they may as eafily infinuate themfelves, when fmall 5 or 
rather be drawn up with the breath in the (late of Eggs, 
and deposed in thofe Cells : Where animated by the Vi¬ 
tal Heat, and nourifnt by preying on the Membrane, in 
which they ate included, they may more probably occa- 
(lon the Epitepfy in Sheep and Goats , ( a Diftemper 
Cg) Hippocrates obferves to be frequently incident to them, (g) Dt unbn 
tbo he afcribes it to a different caufe ) than cure it in Sacri '- 
Men.
